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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 4 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 4 and 5 depend on claim 3, which has been cancelled. For the purposes of 

examination, Examiner has assumed that claims 4 and 5 depend on claim 1 . 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 6, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites that an optical splitter transmits "another part of the monomode laser 
beam toward the holographic mode conversion device." This configuration conflicts with the 
configuration of claim 1, from which claim 6 indirectly depends. Claim 1 states that the 
holographic spatial mode conversion device is configured to receive light from the multimode 
doped fiber. 

Claim 9 recites a holographic spatial mode conversion device arranged in series with the 
optical cavity. However, the claim recites no further structural elements to conform the laser 
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apparatus. Therefore, claim 9 is a "single means claim." The claim fails to comply with MPEP 
2164.08(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1 and 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mandella et 
al '009. 

With respect to claims 1 , 6, and 7, Mandella teaches a multimode doped fiber (11; 
column 5, lines 33-41) having a first end and a second end; a holographic spatial mode 
conversion device (30; column 7, lines 55-62) configured to receive light from the multimode 
doped fiber; and a monomode laser oscillator (24) configured to transmit a monomode laser 
beam to the first end of the multimode doped fiber. 

With respect to claim 4, Mandella teaches a phase conjugation reflection device coupled 
to the second end of the multimode doped fiber and configured to reflect the monomode laser 
beam (18; column 4, lines 55-65). 

With respect to claim 5, Mandella teaches at least one pumping light source (24). 

With respect to claim 8, Mandella teaches the multimode doped fiber comprising a 
plurality of doped cores (column 5 5 lines 33-41). 



With respect to claim 9, Mandella teaches a holographic spatial mode conversion device

C/fl/m Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 



8. Claims 2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mandella 
et al '009 in view of Fermann et al '630. 

Claims 2 and 10 require the multimode doped fiber have a diameter larger than 30 
micrometers. Fermann teaches such a fiber (column 6, lines 18-25). At the time of the 
invention, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to combine the fiber 
taught by Fermann with the system as taught or suggested by Mandella. The motivation for 
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doing so would have been to provide a fiber with a larger diameter for easier coupling with the 
monomode laser oscillator. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 2, and 4-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
